The colonels and fleld oMeers were ochossn
here, and announoed (n general ordera from these
headquarters. The captains and lleutenants were
solected by the commanding general of the depart-
ments In which the new roglmonts were Lo serve,
As n general rule, all other things belng equal, the
soenlor of cach grivle was retained, provided he was
decmed guallded and woas actually present for duty.
The recruiting service was reaumed on the 95th of
April, atid s supplied abont a thousand ceoruits a
monkh, barely enongh to replhce dischargos (n the
more exposod garrisons of the Indian oouutry.

The consolidstion has thus been efectod at as
little cost an possible, and on principles as fair and

I herewith submit o table showing the organization
nl proposed : and sssuming the nomber of regiments
to gremain unchanged (viz, forty), nod allowing
maximnm of seventy-five privates to each company,
It would give us for the lne of the army two thou-
sand one hundred and thirty-five (2185) commissionsd
ofticers, and forty-two thoosand four hundred and
ninety (42,490 men, It 18 well known that no army
enn be Kept up to 18 legal standard, and thal two-
thirds 18 w8 lurge a portlon as can be relled on fop
netunl  service, Applying this ratlo, we have for
actual service abont twenty-nioe thousand seven
hundred and (11ty (20,780) oMeoers and men—as num-
ber that no one acqualuted with the subject can de-
vlnre to be above the necessities of the country.

It wlgo seems unjust to permit the whole Hlow of
reduction to rall upon the Infaniry arm of service
alone, The cavialry and artillery ghould share in the
consequences, and 1 therefors recommend, after
Congress has enacted the neoessary laws, that the
President assemble a board of disinterested general
offfoers, to whom shall be committed the whole maot-
ter of reduction and reorganization, with authority
1O transfer unattuched infantry otoers to vacancios
thnt exist or may be oreated in the regiments of
cavalry, artillery, antd infantry allke, sfter which to
recommend for actual dishaodiment the ofleera
fonnd in excess of the new organization. In spite
of whatever may bhe done, there will be oases of
bardship and seeming injustioe, but it s all-lmport-
ant that the rale that cuts o all prometion shonll
e removed a8 s00n w8 podsible, for 1o army
clclent without noldibg out to the junlor
the hope of promotion.

This term applies 1o those oMeors and men who
adminlster to the wants of every military establish-
ment, and ure in our service classitiod as Adjutants-
General, Inspectors-Genernl, Hureau of Milituey
Justice, Quartermagters, Commlssarios, BUrgeons,
Paymaster's and Ordosnee Departmonts, Corps of
Engincers, Chlef Signal Offoer, and PPost Chaplaing,
The pumes hmply thelr respective dutles, and the
organic law of 1566-1imits and preseribes thelr nu-
ber. The heads of these dopartments reslde in
Washington, and submit annually & written rfeport
of thelr operations for the past yeur.

It s0 happened that T was Secretary of War dur-
ing the month of October, when by lnw these reports
wore made i order to reach the Pablic Printer by
the 186 of November, and 1 required sll the annua!
reports 1o e addressed, ke all other military re-
ports, to the Adjutant-General, for the pernsal of
the General of the Army, who could make use of
fncl information ps they contained, and then lay
them before the Secretary of War, This s, In my
judgmen®, the courge that should always be pur-
ancil—though a ditferent one has heretofore pre-
valled—for otherwise we would have the abgardity
of u General commanding the army with his chier
sty oflcers reporting to somebody else, The
General can have no objection to any amount of
lubor being imposed upon these departments by
Congress, by the President, or Secretary of War,
but all orders and Instructions  touching army
movements by law must pnas through the (leneral
of the Ariny, thut e may Kuow what 14 transpiring.
See seotion 2, Act of Congress approved March 2,
186T.)

THis matter has already attracted the attention of
Congress, for 1 find & printed report on army orgas-
nization was made on the 26th of Febroary, 1869, by
Mr, Garfleld, from the Committee on MiNtary Aifalrs,
to the Honse of Representutives. This report, with
the testimony of the several oMceers therewith, con-
tains muach mstler that is worthy of the most serlons
consideration. 1 need only refer to some of its con-
cingions :—""The stal! departments or corps are, in
the opiplon oI the commitiee, too large n proportion
to the line of the army. There hus been for a long
time & tendency towards the muliipllcation of de-
partments, increase of rank, and independence of
control in the staff that ought to he checked,”

1 heartily concur in these views, and, 40 (ar a8 my
suthority goes, will carry them ont [t would be
absurd to hold General Schofield, or General Angur,
or Genernl Hancock, responsible for affairs in thely
most important departments, if they have not the
abaojute command of thelr troops and of the stafl
ofloers who minister to thelr necessitles. If Con-
gross will only enact the new Articles of War, all
hnrtfal distinctions heretofore existing will at once
cepse, and all parts of the army will be pul on the
same honorable footing.

Miscellnneonus,

I reference to Whe report of the Contmissary-
General, Gepernl Eaton, It I8 proper that 1 should
iy that the army has been well supplied with good
henlthy food, and at all the posts are Kept suppiics
of articles not embraced in the ration, for sale to
the companles and the oMeers’ familios at & price
siiMelent to retmburse the department. This obvl.
ates the necessity for satlers, which are now pro-
hibited by law, execept a8 mere traders, haviog no
lion whatever on the soldier's pay. The omMeers of
the Subsistence Department are at depots, and the
actunl ISEnes 1o the troops are made by line oMoors,
sivied poting comimissaries of subsistence, who re-
colve an extra compensation of twenty dollars a
month lesa the vulue of aration.  (See section 9, aet
of Copgress spproved March £, 1897.)

I'rom personal experience I doybt if It be practi-
cible to commmission the oMcers specially as such, or
Lo appoint permanent commissary sergeants, beonuse
of the constant changes of stations of our smull
army: but 1 think they should have a fair compensa-
tiom for the extra labor amd risk imposed on them
by these doties, 1 recommend the repeal of the
parvriso 0f the sectond seotion herelnbefore referred
to, und that the ofMcers acting ad quartermastera
und commissaries of posta receive ten dollara a
wonth where there are two companies or less, and
twonty dollars o month where the garrvison 18 more
than two conipanies,

The Enginecy Department has charge of the con-
Etiuction of the permanent forts, the Improvement
of rivers, horbors, and vurlmmnl'lnlr duties imposed
by speclal laws, So much as refers to the forts con-
cerps the army that must live in them and fight
them, and therefore falls withio my oMelal provinee.
Al else, vob directly affecting the army, I8 none of
wy business,

commendations thut the small and surplus arsenals
